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(57) Abstract: An assembly for mount- 
ing a remotely controlled camera (14) 
includes a frame affixed to a mounting 
surface for supporting the camera. A 
first member (32) is rotationally mounted 
to the frame (24) defining a first axis 
of rotation. A second member (34) is 
rotationally mounted to the first member 
(32) defining a second axis of rotation 
(36) intersecting the first axis of rotation. 
The camera (14) is rotationally mounted 
to the second member (34) at a location 
spaced from the second axis of rotation 
(36) so that the camera rotates around at 
least a third axis and a fourth axis relative 
to the second member. 
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
